Ав Trustees of the Alabama Insane Hospital, it becomes 
our duty annually to report to your Excellency the condi- 
tion of the Institution committed to our guardianship. 

We have endeavored faithfully to attend to the duties of 
our trust—have carefully examined the books and ac- 
counts of the Treasurer and Steward—have visited the 
several wards and apartments of the patients, conversed 
with many of them personally, and have carefully observed 
the condition and management of the Hospital generally— 
and we are more than ever convinced that the institution 
is in good hands; that the Superintendent and other 
officers and employees are well fitted. for their respective 
' positions, and have faithfully and successfully discharged 
the duties of their respective offices—in short, that every 
thing has been done, during the past year, that could rea- 
sonably be expected for the health, comfort and restoration 
of that most unfortunate class of our citizens who have 
-sought a retreat in the Asylum so generously provided for 
them through the munificence of the State. 

The funds received from the State treasury have been 
well and judiciously expended. Especially has the liberal 
appropriation, made at the last session of the Legislature, 
already contributed much to the convenience and happi- 
ness of nearly three hundred persons who, deprived ; of 
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‚ reason and the kind ‘ministration of friendship and affec- 
tion, have been confined within the inclosures of an Insane 
Hospital. . Many important repairs and improvements 
have-alioady been made, others are in progress of comple- 
tion, which, when done, will save much in the way of 
economy and labor, and greatly exceed in value and im- 
portance the amount that has been expended on them. 

For a more particular account of the present condition 
of the Hospital, and its operations during the year closing 
with the 30th day of September last, we beg leave to re- 
fer you to the very full, and we believe accurate report of 
the Superintendent, with the reports of the Treasurer and 
Steward, which are herewith submitted as a part of our 
report to you. 

In conclusion, it affords the Trustees much pleasure to 
commend to your favorable consideration our Hospital for 
the insane ; and through you we recommend it to the con- 
fidence and patronage of the people of Alabama, as a safe 
and comfortable home for such as for want of reason are 
incapable. of taking care of themselves, and cannot. re- 
ceive or communicate happiness at their own firesides or 
among their dearest friends.

ELEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 
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uperintendent of the ШЕ | Insane ospital, 


Tuscaloosa, Ala., 1st October, 1871. 


To the Trustees of the Hospital 


GENTLEMEN :—On the Ist of October, 187 0, there were 
two hundred and twenty-two patients under treatment in 
this Hospital. Since then one hundred and thirty-nine 
have been admitted, making an aggregate of three hun- 
dred and sixty-one under treatment during the twelve 
months ending 1st October, 1871. 

Of this number thirty-three have been discharged re- 
covered, nine improved, five unchanged and twenty-six 
have died. These results are. more fully exhibited in the 
following tables :

4. General Observations. 


Tt is again an occasion of cordial congratulation, and 
profound gratitude to the Supreme Ruler of events, that 
nothing untoward nor unpleasant has occurred in the af- 
fairs of the Institution, calculated to mar its reputation or 
relax the firm hold it has taken upon the confidence and 
affections of the people. All of its. legitimate and.varied 
operations have been conducted in a most harmonious and 
successful manner, and to the entire satisfaction of all con- 
cerned. As usual, there have been no suicides, nor serious 

———aecidents of any kind; and if any changes or departures 
from the usual routine, worth mentioning, have occurred, _. 
they may safely be placed on the side of progress and im- 
provement. 

The number of recoveries, in proportion to the admis- 
sions, is greater than last year, while the deaths have cor- 
respondingly diminished. These facts are the more strik- 
ing when considered in connection with the unusually large 
number of incurable and feeble patients admitted. It is  - 
not surprising, however, that with the additional facilities — 
for promoting the health and comforts of the-inmates, af- |

forded by the liberal appropriation of the last Legislature, 
a general improvement should have taken place in every 
department of the Institution. 


5. Improvements. 


Among the improvements already made, or near com- 
pletion, is the erection of a substantial steam laundry, 
built of brick, eighty-four feet long by thirty-four wide, 
two stories high, covered with tin, plastered, painted, and 
finished throughout in’ good style. The-lower story em- 
braces, first, a boiler room, sixteen by thirty-two feet, with 
two boilers, flue and tubular; second, an engine room, 
twenty-four by thirty-two feet, containing a new and beau- 
tiful 30-horse power engine, two Worthington steam pumps, 
and a grist mill; third, a laundry, twenty-six by thirty-two 
feet, with four of Smith's Eccentric washing machines, 
rinsing tubs, &c., all driven by steam; and fourth, a ma- 
chine shop, sixteen by thirty feet, with planer for dressing 
lumber, mortising machine, lathe for turning wood, circular 
saw, &c. Up stairs are other shops, fitted up with ma- 
chinists’ tools, lathe, screw-cutter, a room for mangling 
clothes, a closet for drying clothes with the exhaust steam 
from the engine and pumps, sleeping apartments for the 
laundry-man and engineer, closets, &c., &c. 

The design and arrangement of this building are very 
complete, and leave nothing to be desired in the several 
departments for which it was intended to provide. I would 
add, for the benefit of other large institutions, and for 
those who take special interest in such matters, that the 
Eccentric clothes washer and wringer are the latest im- 
provements of Hamilton E. Smith, the original inventor 
‘of the celebrated and justly popular hydraulic clothes 
washer. Its chief merit over the latter is, that it has a 
continuous rotary. motion, thereby requiring less power, 
and obviating that severe strain upon the machine occa- 
sioned by the reverse motion of the cylinder. The cost of 
the four machines, with wringers attached, together with 
the Little Giant Clothes Mangle, was fifteen hundred dol- 
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lars. The manufacturers kindly made a deduction of fifty 
dollars from the regular prices. 

` Next in importance, and almost equal in magnitude, is the 
commodious and substantial barn, stables and cattle-shed 
combined, which is just about completed. Тһе building is 
of brick, seventy-five feet long by forty-five in width, and 
occupies an excavation upon the hill side directly in the 
rear of the Hospital building, distant about forty rods. 
The basement is fitted up with stalls and feeding-racks for 
the accommodation of mileh cows, with calf pens, root 
cellar, and a manure pit. The latter, thirteen by forty-five | 
feet, is partitioned off and cemented, and drains the stables 
below and the stables above. The second story, which is 
on a level with the upper side of the hill, is divided along 
its entire length by a passage twelve feet wide, through 
which loaded wagons can easily be driven, and deposit 
their loads into the grain bins on either side, or into the 
capacious bays or lofts above. On the same story, imme- 
diately over the manure pit, are stables for six horses, and— 
closets for harness, cut food, &е. "The stalls are each five . . 
. feet wide, and separated by ornamental cast iron lattice | 
guards, and provided, each, with iron boxes for hay, corn 
and water. The floors are tongued and grooved, and | 
inlaid with iron gutters and soil traps, to catch the drop- 
pings and deposit them into the manure pit below. Water 
is carried into the stables and other parts of the building 
by iron pipes. А wing, also of brick, eighteen by thirty 
feet, abutting the lower side of the barn, opens upon the 
cattle yard by four arched openings eight feet wide. Three 
of these apartments are for housing wagons and other ve- 
hicles, and the fourth for boilers and apparatus for cook- 
ing food for the stock. The half story above contains two 
sleeping rooms for the accommodation of hostler and 
 dairyman. | 

We propose to build next,in a plain but substantial 

manner, a poultry-house and piggery combined, large 
enough to supply the wants of the Institution and utilize 
the offal which would otherwise be wasted. It is also in 
contemplation to build a few work-shops inimediatley in 
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the rear of and communicating with the men's airing court. 
Almost every trade is represented among the patients in 
the Hospital, and besides the benefit to their health and 
happiness the profits accruing from their industry must 
prove an item of pecuniary importance to the Institution. 
Most of the materials for these proposed improvements. 
are already on hand and there is still in the Treasury a 
sufficient balance left from the appropriation made by the 
Legislature last year to complete them. By the great 
economy practiced in making and burning the brick upon 
the premises, securing other building material at low prices, . 
using the labor of patients and nurses, and requiring faith- 
ful performance of work on the part of mechanics and 
laborers, we have been enabled to accomplish much more 
than was at first anticipated. 

Besides these great improvements on the premises, many 
of a minor character, but no less important, have been 
made and are still progressing in the interior of the Hos- 
pital. Painters have been constantly engaged during the 
summer upon the windows of both ‘wings, and the public 
Halls, Parlors, Offices and Chapel in the Center-building. 
The work is carried rapidly forward and will probably be 
completed by the close of the present year. Four wards 
for the best class of patients have been supplied with new 
furniture, and otherwise made very comfortable. A thorough 
and efficient protection against fire has been effected du- 
ring the year. Fire-plugs have been placed on every floor 
in the building, and at covenient distances outside, with 
sufficient hose, conveniently coiled on hose-wagons, to reach 
every part of the building ata moment's warning. A large 
number of Gold’s Heat-radiators have been purchased to 
replace the worn out coils of steam pipe used during the 
past ten years for heating the building in winter. We 
hope by degrees to substitute this great improvement in 
heating throughout the entire establishment. `

It will be seen by reference to the tables that there are 
two. hundred and eighty*eight patients under treatment. 
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The building was designed to accommodate comfortably 


just two hundred and fifty. It is apparent, therefore, that | 
the Hospital is already crowded, and that if all the appli- | 
cants are to be received, further provision must be made | 


immediately for their accommodation. In a few months, 
at the present rate of admission, the number will reach 
three hundred and twenty-five, which is the utmost capacity 


of the house. After that, applicants can only be received © 


as vacancies occur. It would be easy to extend the present 
building to meet the demands of the people for many 
years to come, and in. all probability it will eventually 
have to be done. Whether it should be done at once or 
‘not, is a question for the people and their legislators to 
determine. 

Viewing it in its moral aspects, it is plainly the duty of 
the State to provideliberally for this, the most unfortunate, 
and, therefore, the most compassionable of all classes of 
its citizens. This is an admitted fact in every civilized 
country, and other States in this Union are responding 
promptly, liberally and cheerfully to their obligations in 
this direction. Above all others the insane man demands 
our sympathy and assistance, and I hope the doors of this 
Hospital may never be closed against him. 


А 7. Expenditure and Support. 


The total expenditure for the fiscal year ending with 
80th September, 1871, will be seen, by reference to the 
Treasurer's and Steward's statements in the Appendix, to 
: have been fifty-one thousand six hundred and ninety-six 
dollars and four cents, ($51,696 04). 'This does not, of 
course, include the amount expended for buildings and 
improvements, for which a special appropriation was made 
by the Legislature last year, and of which a separate 
Statement is also rendered in the Appendix. The amount 
named includes the annual salaries of officers, wages of 
nurses and other employees, ordinary repairs upon the 
building, the board, clothing, lodging and medicines for 
the patients, and all other expenses of the Hospital for all 
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purposes, ineidental and contingent, for the current year. 
The daily average of patients under treatment during the 
year is found, upon exact calculation, to be a fraction over 
two hundred and forty-four, (244), which, divided into the 
table expenditure, ($51,696 04), makes the cost per annum, 
of each patient, two hundred and eleven dollars and eighty 
six cents, ($211 86). i | 

To meet this outlay the State allows the Hospital four 
dollars per week, for each indigent patient received by or- 
der of the courts, which amounts for the year to two hun- 
dred and eight dollars, ($208)—just three dollars and 
eighty-six cents ($3 86) less than the actual annual cost. 
The deficit is made up chiefly out of receipts from pri- 
vate or paying patients who are charged two hundred and 
forty dollars. ($240) per annum. | 

From the last report of the Superintendent of the Indi- 
ana Hospital for the Insane, under the head of expendi- 
ture, I find the following statement: “From a carefully 
compiled table now before me embracing twenty-one promi- 
nent State Institutions, Hospitals and Asylums for the 
Insane in the United States, I find that the average 
eost per capita for the maintenance of the insane, exclusive 
of clothing and officers" salaries, is two hundred and seventy- 
two dollars and forty-eight cents (272 48)-рег annum.” 

It will be observed from the above, that these figures 
are very considerably higher than ours, and do not include 
the clothing and salaries. On the subject of making lib- 
eral provision for the-care and treatment of the Insane, 
Dr. Evarts, in the same report, makes the following judi- 
cious and well-timed suggestions which 16 would be well 
for us all to keep prominently in view. “There are two 
methods,” he says, “of conducting such an Institntion as 
this. One method embraces no other consideration than 
that of maintaining the unfortunate men and women con- 
signed to its walls as public paupers at the lowest rates of 
expenditure. The other takes into consideration the 
greatest possible good to be accomplished by such a be- 
nevolence exercised toward unfortunate but worthy citizens 
of the State, embracing ideas of common comfort and the 
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amelioration of such suffering as is unknown to any other 
class of persons, and their. restoration to society in the 
shortest practicable period, together with all the improve- 
ments incident to the progress of science and the appli- 
ances of art which contribute to these ends, keeping the 
Institution in the front rank of sanitariums of like dignity 
and importance.” 

* Bringing into my labor as Superintendent the pride of 
patriotism as well as that of a profession, to which, be- 
cause of its recognized intelligence and' humanity, is 
assigned by law the immediate control of the Hospital for 
the Insane, and believing that such is not only the desire 
of thé péople of the State, but that they would not know- 
ingly be satisfied with anything short of this, I have adopt- 
ed the latter method, and have acted upon it to the extent 
of means furnished, and shall continue to do so until con- 
vinced that such is not their purpose or wish. The insane 
should not be regarded or treated as common paupers be- 
cause cared for at public expense. The benefit and relief 
to the community, effected by the consignment to a hospi- 
tal adapted to their wants, is equal to, if not more import- 
ant than, that accruing to themselves. Мо class of citizens, 
no individual, can claim complete immunity from the dis- 
ease of insanity. Noman knows when he may have to con- 
sion some one of his own family or kindred to the generous 
walls of an Insane Hospital, or that he may not bé the next 
for whom admission will be asked. Jt should be, then, and 
I believe it is, the wish of every intelligent citizen of the 
State, that their Hospital for the Insane should be con- 


ducted in such a manner, and with such liberality of : 


expenditure, intelligently and economically directed, as 
would meet their approbation and desire were their own 
nearest and dearest friends participants of its beneficence. 
In this light, and in no other, should the whole matter of 
conduct and expenditure be considered.” 
s. Building and Improvement Fund. 

The last Legislature appropriated twenty-five thousand 

dollars ($25,000) for purposes of building and improving. 


a 
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The 'Treasurer's and Steward's statements, under this head, 
in the appendix, show a balance of.ten thousand, eight 
hundred and thirty-seven dollars and fifty cents ($10,837 50) 
still on hand. The whole fund would probably have been 
expended, and all the contemplated improvements com- 
pleted before this, but for the unavoidable delay in pro- 
curing building materials. This difficulty, however, has 
now been removed, and a large number of mechanics of dif- 
ferent kinds are constantly engaged, and will soon finish. 
the work, and consume the unexpended balance on hand.

9. Medical Treatment. 


‘There is nothing new to report under this head, and 
were it otherwise, this is hardly the place to discuss strictly 
professional matters. It is sufficient to state, in very gen- 
eral terms, that in accordance with the most advanced 
views in psychology, which -recognize the disordored men- 
tal manifestations as consequent upon physical lesions, ‘we 
continue to avail ourselves, as in other diseases, of the usual 

therapeutical agents and appliances. ` To treat insanity suc- 
cessfully, requires an accurate knowledge of the laws of 
health and the principles of pathology in general, upon 
which the mental aberrations have been shown to depend. 
Cases of acute insanity almost invariably call -for prompt 
medical treatment, and are almost invariably benefitted by 
the judicious and intelligent administration of drugs. 
Chronie cases, especially of long standing, on the contrary, 
have usually resulted in impairment of structure, or in 
physieal changes in the brain, and are often beyond the 
reach of physic. As affording the best hygienic influences, 
however, in both acute and chronic ‘cases, apart from all 
therapeutic treatment, a well conducted. hospital for the 
insane stands unquestionably- without a rival. So much 
has been said and written upon the subject, and the public 
mind so thoroughly convinced, that it is needless to dis-' 
cuss it farther. | |

- Ап evening every week is given to diversions of different 
kinds in the large amusement hall appropriated to these 


purposes.. Creditable theatrical performances, Ethiopian. 


minstrelsy, /ableaux-vivants, and games of all kinds, con- 
tinue to enliven those occasions. There was a beattiful 
May-day celebration upon the lawn in front of the Hospi- 
tal, in which nearly all the patients participated. Raising 
the pole, crowning the queen, with the usual number of 


speeches, recitations, and all the other customary observ- 


ances of that festive occasion, were faithfully reproduced. 
The laying of the corner stone of the Laundry was the 
occasion of several extemporaneous addresses from the 
gentlemen, and the perpetration of a number of poetical 
effusions on the part of the ladies. Croquet, billiards, mu- 
sic, drafts, and games of all kinds, are still in great favor. 
A ten-pin alley and a skating rink would doubtless prove 
valuable acquisitions in the calisthenic department. 
Rambles in the beautiful woods surrounding the hospital, 
and gathering wild flowers, fruits, and berries, in their sea- 
sons, are sources of never failing delight. Carriage drives 


` in the city, in pleasant weather, are afforded to as many | 


patients as practicable. 

We intimated very pointedly in our report last year that 
a piano was indipensable to the house, and hoped that the 
appeal would meet a ready response from some liberal 
friend or patron. Disappointed in this, we found it neces- 
sary to purchase a second hand instrument in New York. 
It has proved a source of great pleasure and satisfaction 
to the ladies, in whose parlor it has been placed. I wish 
’ that other wards in the Hospital, where pianos are needed, 
could be also indulged.

- 12. Conclusion. 


In elosing this brief report, I would invite the attention ` 


of the publie to the statistical tables, and other valuable 
information contained in the Appendix. The Treasurer’s 
and Steward's-statements of the fiscal operations of the 
year, the forms of admission of patients into the Hospital, 
the amount of work done by the patients, the productions 
` of the farm and garden, the blooming seasons of native 
plants on the grounds of the Hospital, &c., also appear 
there. 

A word of special commendation is due my subordinate 
officers, supervisors, nurses, and other employees, for their 
faithfulness in the performance of their respective duties. 
It has been well said that * the success-of an enterprise 
depends upon the faithfulness and intelligence ofthe as- 
sistants,” and I freely acknowledge this to be especially 
the case in the management of the affairs of this Hospital. 
With Dr. Little, my valuable and reliable assistant physi- 
cian, and Mrs. Woodall, the experienced and indefatigable 
Matron, I am willing to share all the credit for successful 
results, 

Mr, Clarkson, the Steward, has proved himself an ex- 
cellent officer, and his- resignation to-day is the occasion ` 
of universal regret. Mr. Henry Furness has been ap- 
pointed in his place, and brings the highest testimonials.

Employees of the Alabama Insane Hospital are required to give two 
weeks notice hefore leaving or forfeit all the wages due them. 
They will be paid on the 15th of each month, for services rendered up 


to the Ist of the same month, 


For willful disobedience of orders, disrespect to superior officers, abuse 
of a patient, or any other unusual offence or violation of the rules of 
propriety, they will be dismissed from service, and forfeit all back wages 
due them. 

For the following, they will incur, at the discretion of the Superin. 
tendent, a deduction from their wages of not less than twenty-five cents, 
in each case. 

Discourteous treatment, or impolite language to a patient, 

Leaving the premises without permission. 

Leaving the Wards unattended. 

Not keeping the patients clean, neatly dressed, and properly nursed 
and attended to at all times. 

Not policing the yards, wards, dormitories and stairways. . 

Loitering, loud talking, or noises of any kind in the wards, or about 
the public halls, kitchen, terrace, shops, laundry or ironing-room. 

Overstaying leave of absence, late at work, and Joss of time by sick- 
ness. 

Not extinguishing lights before ten minutes after the last bell. 

Loss or destruction of clothing, furniture, provisions, tools or : property 
of any kind. 

(The Cook.) Not ringing the bells, serving food, and drawing ra- 
tions at proper hours ; and food improperly cooked or in insufficient 
quantities. 

(The Watchman.) Not recording the time regularly every half hour 
on the watchman's clock, and reporting lights, or any unusual occur-

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22. Admission of Patients 


Three classes of patients are admitted into the Alabama Insane Hospi- 
tal, Ast. The Indigent, or those who are unable to pay their own expen- 
ses in the Hospital and support their families at home.* 9nd. Criminal, 
or those who are: acquitted, by reason of insanity, of crimes or misde- 
meanors, 3rd. Private, or those who аге, able to bear their expenses in 
the Hospital ^ ` 

Each patient, of whatever class, before sent, shall be made ыы 
clean, and be free from any contagious or infectious disease. 

Each male patient shall bring at least two new shirts, à new and кҮн 
stantial coat, vest and pantaloons, of strong woolen cloth ; two pair of 
drawers, tw pair of woolen socks, a black stock or cravat, a good hat or 
cap, and a pair of new shoes or boots, together with a comfortable out- 
side garment, 

Each female patient; in addition to the same quantity of und | gar- 
ments, shoes and stockings, shall have a flannel petticoat, two good 
‘dresses, also a cloak or other outside garment. 

It is very desirable that extra and better apparel should be sent with 
those accustomed to it, that when they beccme better, and when they 
attend religious worship, walk or ride out, their self-respect may be pre- 
served. А 

. In all eases, the patients' best ciothing should be sent—it wil be care- 
fully preserved, and only used when deemed necessary for the purpose 
above mentioned. 

Jeowelry.and all superfluous articles of dress, СТАМ etc., etc., should 
be left at home, as they are liable to be lost.  . а

2З. Admission of Indigent Patients. 


: Indigent patients, or those unable to pay their expenses in the Hos- 
pital, are supported by the State. Application can be made by their 
friends or any humane person in their behalf to the Probate Judge of 
their county, who is required by law to examine the case аң to indigence 
and insanity, and if satisfied of both, to send them to the Hospital 
without delay. | | 
The following is the form of the Judge's certificate, which must бе duly 
executed, stamped and seqled in every case, and be presented to the Super- 
intendent of the Hospital at the time or before the patient is brought :

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' 24. Admission of Paying Patients. 


Before any paying patient can be admitted into the Hospital, the fol- 
lowing conditions must be complied with : 

Ist. The following bond must be properly filled, ѕтАмрЕр and signed 
by two men, whose responsibility must be attested by the Judge of Probate 
of the county in which they reside. 2nd. The following certificate must 
be signed by at least one respectable physitian. 3rd. Three months’ 
charges must be paid in advance. | 

Nore.—Payments will be required promptly quarterly in advance on 
the first days of January, April, July'and October, or the patient will be 
discharged from the Hospital. 

Private patients, whose expenses have been paid for three months, by 
their friends, if in indigent circumstances, may be transferred to the 
charge of the State on certificate of the Probate Judge declaring their іп- 
digence.
